men locked and unlocked for over an hour, 
while the crowd grew impatient.

THIRTY DAYS IN JAIL.

End street railway company was an action 
of tort for personal injuries. 
It was tried 


about a year ago, when the jury returned a 
verdict of 117,000 for the plaintiff. 


This verdict was set aside by Judge Dun- 


bar and a new trial granted. 
The second 


was begun last Friday, and Holden was 
appointed foreman of the jury.

JOHN O'CONNOR'S DEATH. 


Victim Was Assaulted on Sunday 


Night, 


Peter Crowley, once a well known and 


industrious citizen, wag charged with wan- 
slaughter in court today. 


He is charged with causing the death oJ 


John O'Connor of I/awrenco. 


His alleged victim died yesterday at St. 
John's hospital, tbe result of a brutal as 
sault committed on him Sunday night. 


O'Connor had been uncounscious since a 


abort time after the assault, and died with- 
out regaining consciousness. 


O'Connor was assaulted on Middlesex 


street near the depot, OH Sunday night 
last. 


At the time of the trouble his name was 


not known. 


The ambulance was called to the depot, 


and on arriving tbere, Di. Bicker was told 
by some people who were there that the 
police had taken the man away. 


The officers on the beat knew nothing of 


thfi affair. 


During Monday or Tuesday, nothing 


was hoard of the assaulted party, and it 
was supposed that there was nothing seri- 
ous to the case. 


On Wednesday, the 
ambulance was 


called to a house on Common street, to 
take a sick man named Kenney to the 
hospital. When there, Kenney was found 
to be unable to stand removal, and the am- 
bulance was about to depart, when occu- 
pants of another tenement in the building 
hailed the driver. 


They wanted a man named John O'Con- 


nor, who was in an unconscious condition 
taken away in Kenney's place. 


Dr. Bicker refused to do this until later 


when tbe proper permission was granted. 


At the hospital it was found that O'Con- 


nor was suffering from concussion of the 
brain caused evidently by an assault. 


Dr. Bicker notified the police and they 


InvPstigated the matter. 


O'Connor and his wife bad lived here 


for twelve years, and recently they went 
to Lawrence where O'Connor obtained 
work. 


A short time ago, being in a delicate 


condition, Mra.O'Connor returned to Low- 
ell where she took up her residence with 
fiiends on Common street. 


Saturday night O'Connor came here and 


spent Sunday with his wife,iinil on Sunday 
night, after leaving some monoy with his 
wife, he went to the Northern depot,where 
about'T o'clock he was assaulted. 


A man named John TJnnnban, who 


claims to have seen the assault, was found 
by the police, and be informed them that 
Crowley struck O'Connor, and that he had 
told Crowley that It was a cowardly thing 
to do. 


Another eye witness is reported to have 


stated that Crowley and another man were 
standing together on Middlesex street, and 
when O'Connor came alonu.the other man. 
said,"There- he is,now,givo it to him," and 
then 
Crowley 
struck 
O'Connor 


several blows in the face, following him to 
the street and giving him a final blow 
which felled him to the ground, he strik- 
ing his head on the car tracks. He arose 
afterwards and went to his home, where 
he became unconscious. 


Hie Arrested Brim. 


Inspectors Donaldson and B. Welch ar- 


rested Crowley Wednesday afternoon, tak- 
ing him from his work in the machine 
shop. 


He appeared creatly surprised and de- 


nied all knowledge of the assault, or the 
man assaulted. 


He stated moreover that he was in the 


house, Sunday evening, and had not been 
on Middlesex street. 


He claims that he can prove an alibi to 


that effect. 


Crowley has heretofore borne a very fair 


reputation, and is very respectably con- 
nected.

ALLEGED 
TO HAVE 
CAUSED 


JOHN O'CONNOR'S DEATH. 


Victim Was Assaulted on Sunday 


Night. 


Peter Crowley, once a well known and 


industrious citizen, waa charged\vitb. man- 
slaughter in court today. 


He is charged with causing the death of 


John O'Connor of Lawrence. 


His alleged victim died yesterday at St. 
John's hospital, the result of a brutal 0.3 
sault committed on him Sunday night. 


O'Connor had been uncounacious since a 


abort time after tho assault, and died ivitli- 
out regaining consciousness. 


O'Connor was assaulted on Middlesex 


street near the depot, on Sunday night 
last. 


At the time of the trouble his name was 


not known. 


The ambulance ivas called to the depot, 


and on arriving there, Dr. Bicker was tol'd 
by some people who wero there that the 
police had taken the man away. 


The officers on the bent knew nothing of 
the affair. 


During Monday or Tuesday, nothing 


was heard of the assaulted parly, and it 
was supposed that there was nothing seri- 
ous to the case. 


On Wednesday, the 
ambulance was 


called to a house on Common street, to 
take a sick man named Kenney to tliii 
hospital. When there, Kenney was found 
to be unable to stand removal, auri the am- 
bulance was about to depart, when occu- 
pants of another tenement in the building 
nailed the driver. 


They wanted a man named John O'Con- 


nor, who was in an unconscious condition 
taken away in Kenney's place. 


Dr. Kicker refused to do this until lator 


when the proper permission was granted. 


At the hospital it was found that O'Con- 


nor was suffering from concussion of tue 
brain caused evidently by an assault. 


Dr. Hickar notified the police and they 


investigated the matter. 


O'Connor and his wife had lived here 


for.twelve years, and recently they went 
to Lawrence where O'Connor obtained 
work. 


A short lime ago, being in a delicate 


condition, Mre.O'Connor returned to Low- 
ell where she took up her residence with 
friends on Common street. 


Saturday night O'Connor came here and 


spent Sunday with his wife,and on Sunday 
night, after leaving some money with his 
wife, he went to the Northern depcl,where 
about 7 o'clock he was assaulted. 


A man named John Linnalian, who 


claims to have seen the assault, was found 
by the police, and he informed them that 
Crowley struck O'Connor, and that he had 
told Crowley that It was a cowardly thing 
to do. 


Another eye witness is reported to have 


stated that Crowley and another man were 
standing together on Middlesex street, and 
when O'Connor came alone.the other inan 
said,"There- he is,iiow,givo it to him," and 
then 
Crowley 
struck 
O'Connor 


several blows in the face, following him to 
the street and giving him a u'nal blow 
which felled him to the ground, he strik- 
ing bis head on the car tracks. He arose 
afterwards and went to his home, where 
he became unconscious. 


The Arrested ]\Iun. 


Inspectors Donaldson and R. Welch ar- 


rested Crowley Wednesday afternoon, tak- 
ing him from his work in the machine 
shop. 


He appeared creatly surprised and de- 


nied all knowledge of the assault, or the 
man assaulted. 


He stated moreover that he was in the

merits of the new tariff bill. It is based on 
the principle that the necessities of life 
will be lightly taxed iiid the luxuiies 
heavily. Tho next object kenc In view is 
to provide the necessary revenue for the 
government and withal to cans'! as little 
disturbance as possible to the industries of 
the country. 
The 
placing 
of wool, 


coal and iron ore on the free list will cause 
a considerable change in tho price of arti- 
cles in common use by the masses. 
The 


removal of the duty from coal will he vig- 
orously fought by the coal monopolies but 
no other provision in tho bill will be of 
such great bonelit to the people at latge. 
The wool growers will not sutler by the 
change and lumber has been placed on the 
free list as a means of saving the forests 
•which in some parts of the country are 
rapidly disappearing. The free admission 
of iron ore is what the iron manufacturers 
of New England have been demanding for 
years. It is what ex-Governor Ames has 
so often stated to be the great need of iron 
workers in Now England. 


Another feature of the new bill and one 


in which it bears ti striking contrast with 
the McKinley law, is that it has reduced 
the duty on cheap articles, usually used by 
the poor. 


The bill imposes ad valorem duties, 


while 
tho McKiulcyitca favor 
specific 


duties. The latter actually conceal the 
real amount of tariff imposed. The 
ob- 


jection to ad valorem duties is that the 
buyer and seller of of goods may enter in- 
to collusion, to rate the goods below their 
value and thus cheat the government. 
But a little vigilance on the part of the 
officials will suffice to prevent this. 
Al- 


together the bill is considered a very fall- 
one and although some of its provisions 
will'doubtlessly be modified, yet the meas- 
ure will become law substantially la its 
arcsent form.

orously fought by the coal monopolies but 
no other provision in the hill will be of 
such great bcneiit to the people ;it large. 
The wool growers will not suffer by the 
change and lumber has been placed on the 
free list as a means of paving the forests 
.which iu some parls of the country are 
rapidly disappearing. 
The free admission 


of iron ore is whai the iron manufacturers 
o£ New England have been demanding for 
years. .It is wunt ex-Governor Ames has 
so often stated to be the great' need of iron 
workers in New England. 


Another feature of the new bill and one 


in which it bears a strilcin^ contrast with 
the McKinlcy lavr, is that it has reduced 
the duty on cheap articles, usually used by 
the poor. 


The bill imposes ad valorem duties,

the ' McKinleyilcs favor 
specific 


duties. The latter actually conceal the 
real amount of tariff imposed. The

jection to ad valorem duties is that the 
buyer and seller of of goods may enter in- 
to collnsion to rate the goods below their 
value and thus cheat the government.

Commissioner Blount. 


AFFIDAVITS OE1 OPPOSITION ARE 


STRONGLY 
QUKSTIONED. 


Bloimt's Course Declared Unpatriotic 


and Un-American. 


BOSTON, Dec. 1.—In a voluminous article 


ex-Minister Stevens replies to ex-Com- 
missioner Blourit relative to Hawaiian 
affflirs. In this answer Mr. Stevens says 
in parlf) 


"A deep sense of obligation to my coun- 


try anti an American's duty to defend an 
insulted, threatened and stiuggliug Ameri- 
can colony, planted as righteously and 
flrnaly on tho North Pacific isles as our 
Pilgrim Fathers established themselves on 
Plymouth Kock, demand that I shall 
maka an answer to the astounding mis- 
X'epresentations and untruths of Commis- 
sioner Blouiit's report on Hawaiian affairs. 


"So mucli ab a necessary introduction to 


my consideration of Blount's report. Nob 
wishing to be severe an a neophyte in 
diplomacy, with little knowledge of the 
world's affairs outside of his own country, 
ssnt on a verjr peculiar errand avnid cur- 
rents and quicksands entirely unknown to 
him, he has bean partly the victim of cir- 
cumstances, having been caught in the 
meshes and snares adroitly prepared for 
him by the cunning adviseitj_o£ the iallen 
Liliuokulnni, and by tho shrewd, sharp, 
long-experienced BiHish diplomatic agent, 
whose aims und hopes Blouuthas served 
so well, und without tho lonst btispicion 
that he was aiding ultra-British interests, 
even moie than he was helping the Ha- 
waiian monarchists and the justly de- 
throned queen. 


Charges Baseless ana Unjust. 


"The charges, implications and insinua-

"What Blount says about che Japanese 


man-of-war is equally ex-parts, absurd nud 
egotistic." 
Mr. Stevens here states at 


length that he expressed to the Japanese 
commissioner the opinion that the United 
States would resist any encroachment on 
tho soil or sovereignty of Hawaii, and that 
ho (Mr. Stevent) would maintain thift 
position until otherwise, instructed by his 
government. 


"In Blount's report, as given to the 


press, I find the following languacre: 'The 
two leading members of the cjmmittee, 
Messrs. Thurston and Smith, growing un- 
easy as to the safety of their persons, went 
to Minister Stevens to know if he would 
protect them in the event oi their arrest 
by the authorities, to which he gave his 
assent.'

Mr. Stevens then takes up the point that 


for three years prior to the queen's coup 
d'etat he had kept himself as became the 
United States minister conversant with 
tho plans of the Hawaiian factions. He 
quotes in full the queen's official docu- 
ment sent him, which contained tho assur- 
ance that the island constitution would be 
upheld. Mr Stevens lays sttesa on the 
tact that this message was not seiituutil 
20 houis after the men fiom the Boston 
had lauded, the implication being that tha 
queen and her Mipporteis did not consider 
him or Commander Wiltse responsible for 
their overthrow.

"which Blount insinuates I wished to con- 
ceal flora him, tho said copy had been pub- 
lished in stata department documents and 
WHS accessible to Mr. Blount before his de- 
parture for the islands."
